COLUMBUS, Sept. 1—(UP) — 


Market prices of Ohio agricultural 
products continued the sharp ad- 
vance started in June as drought 
reduced 
crop 
prospects further 


during the month ended Aug. 15, 
Glenn S. Ray, state agricultural 
statistician reported today. 


Although Ohio farm prices for a 


few commodities showed the usual 
seasonal decline from July 15 to 
Aug. 15, prices for most products 
continued the sharp upward trend, | 
with hay and grain prices showing 
the greatest increases. 


Increases over prices paid a year 


ago ranged from 25 to 60 per cent 
higher on most products. 


Nine Point Boost 


For the entire country, the net 


result was a nine point increase 
from July 15 to Aug. 15 in the 
general level of prices received by 
farmers, raising the index to 124 
per cent of pre-war, the highest 
level reached since June, 1930. This 
latest rise brought the index to a 
point 20 per cent higher than on 
May 15, 1936, when the *£O*d up- 
ward movement in prices began 
and raised the purchasing power 
of the farmer's dollar from 63 per 
cent of the pre-war base on July 
15 to 98 per cent on Aug. 15. 


In August, 1935, the general in- 


dex of prices was only 106 per cent 
of pre-war 
and the purchasing 


power of the farmer's dollar 85 
per cent.

Proper Balance of Salt in Body Essential to Life 


By LOGAN CLENDENTNG, M. D. 


THE INORGANIC salts, er min- 


erals, that go into the composition 
of the body regulate many im- 
portant functions and it is a ques- 
tion whether they are not just as 


important 
as 


the other reg- 
ulators — the 
vitamins 
and 


endocrine hor- 
mones, 
which 


have been far 
more wi d e 1 y 
advertised.

It is true that there are two 


sets of nerves which go to the 
heart, and that stimulation of one 
set slows the heart beat, while 
stimulation of the other increases 
the rate. This control, however, is 
called in only under unusual cir- 
sumstances 
and 
generally 
the 


muscle beats on its own automatic- 
ally. 


But what makes it automatic? 


Apparently the proper balance of 
salts in the blood and lymph. The 
heart of a frog or terrapin can be 
kept beating-for hours after re- 
moval from the body if a solution 
of salts is kept flowing through 
the blood vessels. 
Ringer found 


that this solution must contain so- 
dium, potassium and calcium ions 
and he laid especial emphasis on 
the calcium. 


I have seen experiments on such 


hearts in which a solution of so- 
dium chloride—ordinary salt—was 
perfused through the vessels. The 
beats were strong for a while, but 
gradually weakened and almost 
faded out. If now potassium 
chloride and calcium phosphate 


were added to th« solution, th« 
beats became strong again. After 
this the heart may be made to beat 
fast or slowly by varying the 
amount of the sodium or potassium, 
concentrations. The old ancestral 
heart of the simplest formed ani- 
mals beat in sea water and Its de- 
scendants have never given up thV 
habit. 


Need Proper Concentration. 


All the muscles of the body, In- 


deed, depend for their movements 
to a great extent upon the proper 
concentration of these salts in the 
blood. 
One nutritional disorder of 


the inorganic minerals of the body 
is called tetany. The condition is 
quite rare, but used to occur more 
commonly after thyroid operations 
before surgeons had learned the 
importance of preserving the para- 
thyroid 
glands—the 
four small 


masses of different function behind 
the thyroid. 


In tetany the body muscles ar« 


in a condition of intense cramp, 
It Is not to be associated with te- 
tanus (lockjaw) which also pro- 
duces muscular cramps, but from a 
different cause. 
And it has been 


found that the amount of calcium 
in the blood under these circum- 
stances is very low. 
Cows art 


very susceptible to changes in the 
blood calcium, and when they hav* 
given large quantities of milk 
which depletes th« calcium, they 
get the "milk shakes". 
In an ag- 


ricultural 
experiment station X 


have seen a cow have its blood cal* 
cium depleted till the poor old 
thing's legs wobbled like L«on SJr- 
rol's, and then when calcium was 
injected into the vein, it became all 
right in no time. 


Human tetany can be treated In 


a similar way by the use of cal- 
cium and parathyroid extract. 


The inorganic salts also help to 


maintain the acid-alkaline balance 
of the body. Everyone Is worried 
about being "acid", but it. is just 
as bad to become "alkaline", and 
these salts maintain the ideal staU 
—neutrality.

park originally occupied 
by the 


cabin of the Boggs family pioneers. 


"Value Maintained" 


Mr. Shetrone asserts that trans- 


fer of the mound does not end the 
historical value of the monument. 
"Razing of the artificial mound," 
JM writes, "proves that it was not 
of historic origin as some main- 
tained, while examination of the 
site allowed that the present loca- 
tion of the monument still is on 
the site of the old Boggs cabin. 
The general appearance of the 
park, from the standpoint of bal- 
ance and perspective, is definitely 
improved and complies much more 
closely with recognized park pro- 
cedure" 


The remainder of Mr. Shetrone's

peared in local newspapers protest- j 
tog against a alight change in lo- 
cation of the Boggs monument at 
Logan Elm State Park.

«7 Men Executed 


Twelve merchant marine 
offi- 


cers and men were on trial for 
their lives by rebel courts martial 
at Ferrol, charged with "sedition" 
apa.nst the rebels, technically se- 
ditior.'sts themselves. Three men 
already had been executed. 
All 


were charged with trying to put 
their sMps in government service. 


Nine men were executed near a 


cemetery by rebels at Vigo. 


At Almeria, loyalists sentenced 


to death a rear admiral, a civil 
guard major and three artillery 
lieutenants 
for 
treason. Seven 


others were sentenced to life Im- 
prisonment. 


Three officers were sentenced 


to death and 15 to life imprison- 
ment in a mass trial at Madrid. 
They were members of the calvery 
school garrison at Carabanchel. 


At loyalist Valencia, an unnam- 


ed number of officers of the Va- 
lencia calvery regiment were put 
oa trial for their effort to join the 
rebellion. 


To Swallow Oil 


The United Press correspondent 


at Gibraltar relayed reports that 
many, including 13 women, had 
been forced by rebels at La Linea 
to swallow a half pint of castor oil 
each, in the Italian fascist man- 
ner, for trying to smuggle cloth- 
ing into Gibraltar. 


Robert Jones, United Press cor- 


respondent with the rebels in wes- 
tern Spain, reported that word 
had been received from the rebels 
holding the Alcazar palace at To- 
ledo—1.300 men, women and chil- 
dren—that they intended to blow 
themselves up with dynamite rath- 
er than let the besieging loyalists 
take them. 


Pierre Pigeaire, United 
Press 


correspondent at Casablanca, Mo- 
rocco, reported what was perhaps 
the really gravest immediate news 
of the day—that reports of sedi- 
tious movements among the na- 
tives of Spanish Morocco are true 
and that they are reaching 
the 


danger point. Many people have 
predicted that the rebels, in mak- 
ing the Moors fight for 
them, 


would cause an uprising 
that 


might drain Spain out of northern 
Africa. 


Reports from all rebel territory 


—official 
announcements—indica- 


ted that the rebels are desperate 
for money. In addition to semi-for- 
ced collections of money and gold, 
they have resorted to new means. 


Rebel sources announced that 


Gen. 
Francisco Franco, comman- 


der in chief in all southern Spain, 
had moved his headquarters north- 
ward to Caceres, obviously in or- 
der to direct the southern attack 
on Madrid.
